The Treasurer 


ROM A FISCAL VIEWPOINT, the High Holy Days tradi- 
= tionally start in August for Sha’ar Zahav. At that 

time we must begin to pay the bills for the extraordin- 
ary expenses that are incurred as we prepare to usher in the 
New Year. In spite of having these additional expenses, our 
cash flow in August was satisfactory. We collected revenues 
of almost $5,200 and incurred approximately $5,400 in ex- 
penses. Much of the revenue consisted of healthy donations 
to the Pushke at Shabbat services, as well as many members 
completing their 1981-82 pledges and beginning payment on 
their pledges for 1982-83. We were also happy to realize a 
profit of $300 from recent fundraising events, such as the 
T-shirt sale at the Seventh International Conference in Los 
Angeles. All of our committees are functioning and keeping 
within their budgets. 

We anticipate that September will be our most costly 
month, asa result of High Holy Day advertising, rental ex- 
penses, and the printing of our new and long-awaited Rosh 
Hashanah Machsor. The cost of these additional items will 
be $5,500. Though we are continuing our policy of not 
charging for High Holy Day services, we rely heavily on the 
generous donations of those people attending the services. 
We hope for and encourage your financial as well as person- 
al commitment to Sha’ar Zahav during this season and 
throughout the coming year. From the treasurer to all of 
you: L’Shana Tovah; a year of prosperity, health and peace 
for all of us. —Allan Gold

ship in the Union of American Hebrew Congrega- 
tions. The charter will be presented by Rabbi Morris Hersh- 
man, Director of the UAHC Regional Office. The formal 
presentation represents the successful conclusion of our 
decision-making process to affiliate with the national move- 
ment of Reform Congregations. 

Since the establishment of Congregation Sha’ar Zahav six 
years ago, we have utilized many of the liturgical texts, pro- 
gram services and support services of the Union to enhance 
our congregational life. Representatives of the Congrega- 
tion, including Paul Cohen, Cheryl Orvis, Rob Montague 
and Rabbi Allan Bennett attended last year’s Biennial meet- 
ing of the UAHC in Boston, and returned with many new 
program ideas and materials. 

The Union is the largest organization of congregations in 
North America. As a congregational member, we partici- 
pate in a variety of activities and programs which support 
the continued advance of modern Judaism in our communi- 
ty. Opportunities exist for enhancement of women’s pro- 
gramming, children’s and adult education and social action 
projects on the local, national and international scenes. 

Congregation Sha’ar Zahav is the third congregation ser- 
ving the gay and lesbian community to become affiliated 
with the UAHC. Our sibling congregations in Los Angeles 
and Miami, UAHC members, participate actively in the lo- 
cal and national commissions and programs of the of the 
Union. Interest is currently being expressed for affiliation 
by congregations in Chicago and Philadelphia. Though the 
UAHC national office is in New York City, the Pacific 
Northwest Regional office, directed by Rabbi Hershman, is 
located in San Francisco. Other UAHC-affiliated congrega- 
tions in San Francisco include Temple Emanu-El, Congrega- 
tion Sherith-Israel and Congregation Beth- Israel Judea. 

Join us on this historic occasion and celebrate with us the 
beginning of the Sukkot Festival, commemorating the wan- 
dering in the desert of our ancestors. It is to be hoped that 
our search for a “Home of Our Own” will be successfully 
realized during the New Year. This year we will make Kid-

September Va’ad Report 


ARTICULARS of synagogue and committee operations 
fat received much attention at the September Va’ad 

meeting. The Va‘ad passed a resolution affirming the 
need to hold down costs by utilizing donated space for the 
Congregation’s office. The office has recently been moved 
into the home of Treasurer Allan Gold, with a new phone 
number, 921-7612. 

Cheryl Orvis, President, announced that Shelley Fernan- 
dez has generously donated a professional copying machine 
to the Congregation. The need for a good electric typewriter 
still exists, however. 

The Va‘ad also passed resolutions concerning the Mem- 
bership and Oneg committees. A resolution was approved 
calling for people seeking reactivation of prior membership 
to complete or receive a formal adjustment (through the 
treasurer) on any unfulfilled membership dues pledges, pri- 
or to reactivation of membership. The Va’ad also approved 
a policy whereby Va’ad members will sponsor one Oneg 
each month as a way of honoring a particular Congrega- 
tional committee. 

Much appreciation was expressed by the Va’ad to David 
Gass for stepping in on short notice to coordinate the three 
High Holy Days Onegs and to Paul Herbert for similarly co- 
ordinating membership materials and tables. 

Mike Rankin, Vice-President, reported that he plans to 
meet soon in New York with Rabbi Schoolman of the 
UAHC to begin to discuss the recently published Torah (and 
commentaries). An ad hoc committee of the Va’ad is cur- 
rently reviewing this publication regarding a concern for the 
manner in which homosexuality is addressed in the com- 
mentaries on the Book of Leviticus.

Rally for Soviet Jewry 


HE SAN FRANCISCO Bay Area’s annual Simchat Torah 

Soviet Jewry rally will be held on Sunday, October 

17, at 1 p.m. in front of the Soviet Consulate, 2790 
Green Street in San Francisco. The rally will be preceded by 
a march to the consulate from the Jewish Community Cen- 
ter, 3200 California Street, beginning at 12 noon. (Parking is 
available for marchers at the Fireman's Fund lot across the 
street from the center.) 

This year’s march and rally is being held to dramatize the 
worsening plight of Soviet Jews. During the past year, more 
Soviet Jews were arrested than in the previous four years 
combined, and the emigration rate was cut by more than 
95%. More than 1,000 people are expected to join in the 
march and rally to express their outrage at the ongoing and 
increasing oppression of Soviet Jews. 

Highlights of the rally will include dramatic and musical 
presentations, well-known speakers and a performance by 
Eshkoliot, a popular Bay Area Jewish musical group. Israeli 
dancing in front of the consulate will take place at the con- 
clusion of the rally. Food will be available for purchase at 
both the center and the rally site. 

The annual Simchat Torah Soviet Jewry rally is being co- 
sponsored by the Jewish Community Relations Council, the 
Bay Area Council on Soviet Jewry, Temple Isaiah of Lafay- 
ette and the Board of Rabbis of Northern California. For 
more information, call 391-4655.

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A Home of Our Own! 


T IS OVER A YEAR now since | started writing this column 
4 about the Congregation’s building campaign. I had 

hoped at that time that we would be further down the 
negotiations turnpike. Unfortunately, in dealing with a 
project of the magnitude of the building at 1881 Bush St., 
the going has been rough. The Building Campaign activists 
feel that the overall process of negotiations for the Bush St. 
site has moved in the right direction. Each step achieved, 
though, has taken longer than anticipated. 

The vision that so many of us share of our Congregation 
in a home of our own is as vivid and alive as ever. It takes 
imagination to see beyond the current state of disrepair of 
this beautiful, architecturally unique and historical struc- 
ture. 

At the same time, our first priority is to the membership 
of our Congregation and not to a building. If we feel that we 
need to re-evaluate our position and pursue other options, 
we will actively do so. 

On other Building Campaign matters: we were unsuc- 
cessful this year in obtaining the annual grant of city Com- 
munity Development Funds. In light of the fact that we are 
not in an exclusive negotiating rights position with the Re- 
development Agency (owners of the site), this new develop- 
ment is basically a technicality. We will certainly apply for 
these funds again in the future. 

The committees that are in operation or are being set up 
to handle the Building Campaign have much work to do. In 
the future, there will be major fundraising efforts both with- 
in the Congregation (in terms of new members and collec- 
tions) and in other supportive communities. There is a need 
for special events, publicity and hard work. 

Committee chairs will be seeking support from hard 
workers (that’s you!) in the near future. Please look at this 
as an opportunity to make a special contribution of your 
time and energy for our home of ourown. —Mark Feldman

All 15 candi- 
dates have been invited.
